GERMAN REPORT 
LONDON; Wednesday.—To-day’s 


German communiqué says: — South- 
east of Novorossisk, after heavy 


fighting lasting several days, Gernian 
troops have captured a commanding 
range of heights. 

“Ia the. fighting area east of 


Tuapse a mountain position Was 
stormed, It was strongly fortified 


and stubbornly defended. All enemy 
counter-attacks were zepelled with 
heavy losses. 

In the same battle zone the 
Luftwaffe raided enemy positions as 
weil as the town and harbour area 


of Tuapse. A merchant ship of 6,000 


tons was damaged by bombs. ;

The meeting, adjourned from last 
August owing te the local elections, 
was the first . assembly of Eire 
county councillors since the Councils

Senator McGee, returning “thanks 
for his election, said that the age 
af the plain e had come. 
Referring to the Manágerial Act, hé 
said that there was a tendency for 


‘civil servanla to come more and 


more into the limelight. They of 
the agricultural community had 
ot got a. good show. If the 
armers expected loyalty. from their 
labourers they must see that they 
were provided with all the necéssities 
for human comfort. 4 

A letter from the Local Govern- 
ment Department, in reply to the 

mergency Committee’s memo- 
randum on the utilisation of un- 
employuient moneys for the creation 
of employment was approved. 

The Department's letter indicated 
that £270,000 was sllocated last year: 
for farm improvements schemes. It 
mentioned amounts paid for other 
works, and pointed out that it costs 
considerably more than a man's 
wages to provide him with employ- 
ment. The shortage of essential 
materials was another, difficulty in 
the, carrying out of employment 
schemes, but the position was con- 
stantly under review.

Two cases of infantile paralysis 
have been confirmed in the Clare- 
morris area—a boy of 12 years from 


the Ballindine district and a young ' 


girl from Rooskeybeg. Both are 
at present in Ballina Fever Hospital. 
A number of suspected cases are 
under: observation in Claremorris. 

There have been no further cases 
of infantile paralysis in Cork City or 
County. The three cases from, the 
county notified last week are making 
satisfactory progress. There were no 
cases at all in the city. 

f the request of the County 
M. O. H., Mr. John J. Fahey, County 
Secretary, G. A. A., has called off all 
fixtures in Roscommon during the 
continuance of the present epidemic 
of infantile paralysis in the mid- 


area of the county. The ban has now 


been extended to markets and fairs in 
the infected area. 2 :
